Daylight 
Saving  Time,  going  direct  by  way 
of  Lake  Ontario,  Cape  vincent,  N.Y.,  where 
a  stop  of  one  half  hour  is  made,  then  pro- 
ceeding down  the  American  Channel  past 
Clayton,  N.Y.,  Thousand  Island  Park,  Vine 
View,  St.  Lawrence  Park,  Point  Vivian,  and 
Heart's  Island,  showing  Boldt's  Castle  and 
Alexandria  Bay,  crossing  then  into  Canadian 
waters  past  Rob's  Island  and  Rockport,  show- 
ing the  Lost  Channel,  Fiddler's  Elbow,  then 
passing  Gananoque,  and  through  the  Admir- 
ality  Group,  then  by  way  of  the  North  Channel 
to  Kingston,  arriving  at  Kingston,  8.15  p.m., 
standard    time,    9.15    daylight    saving    time.
